FIDP  provides  stability  against  fluctuation  in  the  difference  between  certain 
farm  revenue  and  expenses.  Off-farm  income  is  NOT  included  in  FIDP. 


If  your  current  year  program  margin  falls  below  70%  of  the  average  of  your 
previous  three  year’s  program  margins,  you  may  be  eligible  for  a FIDP 
payment.  There  is  no  premium  cost  to  the  farmer  for  FIDP.  However,  there  is 
a $50  application  fee,  which  must  accompany  any  claim. 


Application  deadline  is  JULY  31,1 997.  Application  forms  are  available  at 
AFSC  and  Alberta  Agriculture,  Food  & Rural  Development  office.  Call  Orest 
or  Allen  for  more  information.

o answer  these  questions,  a 
Provincial  weed  survey  is 
being  done  this  summer  by 
Alberta  Agriculture,  Food  <Sc  Rural 
Development. 

There  will  be  1 ,000  fields 
checked  for  weeds  in  Alberta  based 
on  the  soil  type  and  weather.  A 
farmer  survey  will  also  be  done  of  the 
sampled  field  to  get  information  on 
the  herbicide  and  tillage  practices  . 

There  will  be  5 regional 
coordinators  of  the  Provincial  weed 
survey  and  I’ll  be  coordinating  the 
survey  in  Northwest  Alberta.
